Recreation Now 
At Post Office 

“Pas.sports” to outdoor re¬ 
creation are now available 
at all first and second-class 
post offices, it was an¬ 
nounced today by Postmas¬ 
ter Dan Daniels. 

The Golden Eagle and 
Golden Age Passports are 
wallet-sizo calendar - year 
permits which entitle the 
bearer to general admission 
to national parks and recre¬ 
ation areas having entrance 
fees. 

The Golden Eagle costs 
$10. The Golden Age is is¬ 
sued wdthout charge to any¬ 
one 62 years of age or older. 

Issued by the U-®- Depart¬ 
ment of the Interior, the 
cards are particularly use¬ 
ful to families touring the 
National Park System, Mr. 

Daniels said, beca'.ise they 
trim entry costs. 

The Golden Eagle allows 
the bearer and those with 
him In a private, .noncom¬ 
mercial vehicle to general 
admission to parks and re¬ 
creation areas. 

The Golden Age also of¬ 
fers admittance and, In ad¬ 
dition, entitles the bearer to 
use special recreation facili¬ 
ties within the system at a

11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: .Statutory tiling fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 


1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 


12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER; Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


3. QUESTION; What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company”: or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose ot (he ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing. 


13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 


5. QUESTIQN: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 


14. QUESTION; Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that ma'/ be 
printed on the forms for Identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6 . QUESTIQN: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1. 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish.

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be tiled with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication.

1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of sabstantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frecjuently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately.

February 28. 1913 

Many More Phones — In¬ 
teresting Comparison Made 
As .New Directory Is Issued— 
Publication of a new dired- 
tory for Iho Sierra Madre 
Telephone and Telegraph 
Company this week affords 
opportunity for some inter¬ 
esting comparisons with a 
directory printed just five 
years ago by the News 
Printery. The new directory 
contains about 325 names, 
while the old one contains 
but 138 ir. the list. The pro¬ 
portion of duplications ap¬ 
pears to be about the same 
in both lists. Office records 
show that 150 books were 
thought to toe enough to pro¬ 
vide for all new phones and 
extras likely to be called 
for which the book was is- 
.sued. This week the News 
Printery turns over about 
375 books to Manager Far- 
man of the telephone com¬ 
pany ...

cal company in entire pos¬ 
session of the field. . . . The 
prosperity of the local com¬ 
pany is indicated by its 
great advance in equipment. 
In 1908 the plant occupied 
a little room about ten by 
fifteen feet, in the hotel 
building.

Huge Glass Is Perfect — 
100-Inch Reflector Complet¬ 
ed — Mt. Wilson Observa¬ 
tory Will Have World’s Two 
Largest Telescopes In Two 
Years — The hundred-inch 
lens, which h.as been under¬ 
going polishing at the Santa 
Barbara street shops for 
seven years, and which for 
a time seemed to embody 
flaws which would make it 
worthless, had beeti passed 
as perfect wa.s stated by 
Professor George E. Hale, di¬ 
rector of Mt. Wilson Obser¬ 
vatory, in a lecture delivered 
in Pasadena last night. This, 
he .said, would assure the 
establishment of the big 
lelescone at Mt. Wilsoin, 
though it would bo two or 
three years before the work 
would be complete. Founda¬ 
tions for the observatory 
building have been laid. 
The original blocK of glass 
from which the hundred- 
inch lens has been fashioned 
weighed close to five torus. 
It was imported from 
France. Its completion will 
assure to the Mt. Wilson Ob- 
servatoiy the largest tclc- 
sc-ope in the world. 'The at¬ 
tention of scientists and as¬ 
tronomers will then be cen¬ 
tered on the big mountain 
back of Pasadena, for it is 
expected that with the new 
equipment, wholly unknown 
heavenly bodies will be 
brought to view. At the pre¬ 
sent time the largest tele¬ 
scope in the world, also on 
Mt. Wilson, measures sixty 
inches. With this hundred- 
inch, reflecting telescope, so 
many rays of light will bo 
gathered that it will bo pos¬ 
sible to see objects beyond 
anything that has been dis¬ 
covered till the present day. 
“Observations at Mt. Wilson 
during the past year,” said 
Professor Hale in his lecture,

improvements in service in 
the Harbor area, Whittier, 
South Bay, San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley and other localities. 

The District Board recom¬ 
mended use of the gas tax 
to fund rapid transit, with 
federal revenue shar i n g 
monies being suggested as a 
way to realize an even more 
extensive saturation bus 
service operating at free or 
greatly reduced fares. 

The District’s determina¬ 
tion to forestall any in¬ 
creases in fares — main¬ 
tained at the same level 
since 1967 — while under¬ 
taking costly new projects 
amidst spiraling labor costs, 
have “taxed” the ability of 
the public agency to siroiul- 
taneously maintain a total 
bus • rapid transit develop¬ 
ment schedule, it was ex¬ 
plained. 

DiDstrict officials report¬ 
ed that it is clear that 
monies cbming to the Dis¬ 
trict and to the cities and 
county from the sales tax 
are not adequate to finance 
a start oi a high capacity, 
modern rapid transit system 
and, therefore, an additional 
source of funds must be 
found. 

"Were the District to sim- 
ultanecKUsly proceed with 
rapid transit development, 
the bus service improvement 
program approved tod a y 
would have to be forgotten,” 
.said Jack R. Gilstrap, RTD 
general manager. 

“Additionally, we would 
have to rai.Se fares at least 
10 cents, reduce existing bus

service by 20 per cent to 30 
per cent or more, and fore¬ 
go our bus capital improve¬ 
ment program, all of which 
woiuld deprive tliousands of 
citizens who now depend 
upon public transportation 
for this vital service,” Gil- 
strap emphasized. 

Dr. Topping noted that the 
most logical — and appro¬ 
priate — source for rapid 
transit funding at this time 
appears to be the gas tax. 

District directors will bo 
calling upon the cities and 
the County of Los .Angeles, 
the business community, in¬ 
terested civic organizations 
and the public at large “to 
join in a concerted effort to 
work with the members of 
the Legislature to obtain 
passage of legtelation this 
year which will permit the 
use of gasoline tax as the 
most acceptable soiurce of 
funding for cor.struction of 
modern rapM transit In Los 
Angeles County.” 

A vote of the people would 
be required to amend the 
State Constitution to permit 
such an allocation, it was 
explained. 

Officials of the transit 
agency said that, were addi¬ 
tional funding soi'rces avail¬ 
able beyond sales tax funds, 
other upgrading in existing 
services could be examined. 

It was observed that offi¬ 
cials of the County of Los 
Angeles and the various 
cities may choose to explore 
the pledging of federal re¬ 
venue sharing funds for 
such programs.

The proposed state budget for fiscal year 1973-74. 
released by the Governor’s office on Thursday, January 
18, is twice the size of the budget proixtsed by the Gover¬ 
nor just six years ago. Fortunately, the expenditure that 
the budget calls for are well covered by the projected 
revenues. Wo do not find ourselves in the deficit position 
that we faced in 1967. 

The .State’s fiscal condition is excellent. The treasury 
contains a $850 million surplus. Projected revenues are 
estimated to be greater than expenditures, not only this 
year but for at least two years to come. The federal reve¬ 
nue sharing program will bolster the state coffer by ap¬ 
proximately $200 million a year and will provide local 
governmental entities almost twice that amount annually. 
Reforms in the welfare and Medi-Cal programs have 
helped to reduce expenditures. 

On of the highlights of the budget is its recommenda¬ 
tion for the appropriation of the largest annual increase 
ever made to local schools. These funds will enable each 
school district in the State to offer a substantially equal 
monetary advantage to their students, in addition to roll¬ 
ing back local property taxes for the support of schools. 

The budget’s salary appropriation for state workers 
will be sufficient to provide an average 13 per cent in¬ 
crease (or 192,000 employes and university and college 
faculties. The University of California and the state uni¬ 
versities and colleges are each slated to receive in excess 
of $400 million, the highest figures ever proposed. 

Education certainly has priority in this year’s budget. 
Of tlio $7.15 billion general fund portion of the budget, 
$3.29 billion, 46 per cent, goes for education. An additional 
$1.49 billion is allocated to welfare programs and Medi- 
Cal and approximately $1 billion for property tax relief, 
cailcfl for in a portion of the tax reform measure passed 
by the Legislature late last year. Together, these three 
categories of education, welfare, and property tax relief 
(•onstitute over 80 per cent of all the proposed general 
fund appropriations. 

The total proposed budget amounts to $9.26 billion, 
an increase of $1.6 billion over last year’s budget. This 
21 pt'r cent increase over current spending is largely due 
to the $ 1.1 billion tax shift-school finance program passed 
by Ihe Legislature last session. We are fortunate that 
the State and the funds to help equalize the education 
system in California. This budget reflects the work of 
the Legislature in the area of public school finance and 
tax reform. Now the job of the Legislature will be to ex¬ 
amine this budget carefully to insure that our long-de¬ 
liberated reforms are implemented.

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper. 


The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals.

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate.
